The area of 
maximum temperature in India is, in the cold weather months, situated in the south of the 
Peninsula, but with the increasing altitude of the sun during February and March, the seat or -

_ direction, till in March it usually occupies the central parts of the Deccan, ard as the mow 


advances towards the end, and in the beginning of April, maximum temperature is usually

At the same time there is a steady and generally rapid increase of temperature of the 
atmosphere.of the whole of Northern India, and this accompanies or perhaps probably produces 
a corresponding reduction of atmospheric pressure. Pressure which is lowest during the cold 
weather months in the south of the Bay, where temperature is: then highest, gradually gives. 
way, and the seat of lowest pressure travels northwards till it occupies generally the Central +6 
Provinces and Chutia Nagpur thus to a certain extent following the seat of maxim 
temperature. | 

With the northerly advance of the area of low pressure, and with the increasing differ- 
ence of temperature between the plains of Bengal and the sea area, caused by the unequal 
heating effects of the sun’s rays on the land and sea surface, as explained in previous months’ 
reports, the southerly and soutli-westerly winds, which are also to a certain extent moist winds, 
blowing over Bengal become stronger and more constant, and they penetrate over the greater _ 


-partof the Province. At the samie time, however, north-westerly and westerly winds ° still 


continue to blow from Upper India, and to influence a large part of Behar, though with 
the increasing temperature they become. hot westerly winds, Easterly. winds are also 
blowing down the-Assam Valley, and their influence frequently extends as far west as 
*Purneah and Durbhunga. Three converging systems of winds are thus present in Bengal, 
ahd by their interaction, or probably by. the interaction of any two of them, it is believed the 
hot weather storms of Bengal, generally known as nor’-westers, are produced, though up 
to the present time our knowledge as to the formation and life history of these storms is very « 
limited. ‘ . in Y=. 
The normal features of the meteorology of March in Bengal are therefore rapidly * *~ 
increasing temperature, gradually decreasing pressure, a general increase in thé air motion, 
great dryness of the air at the inland stations, and clear skies. These conditions are, how- 
ever, as pointed out in the last paragraph, liable to be disturbed by-the occurrence of storms 
which are generally local ‘in character, and which give rise in many cases to ‘rather heavy 
rain, though from the nature of the storms, the rainfall is unevenly distributed. By this 
irregular or spasmodic action a moderate amount of rain generelly falls in Bengal during tle - 
‘mouth. The average rainfall of the month is least in Behar, where it is little more than a 


third of an inch. In Chutia Nagpur and Orissa it is a little less than an inch, In North —— J 
* Bengal. the average rainfall is a little more than an inch, though the districts in-and near i’ 


the bills receive larger amounts than the plains. South-West Bengal receives an average 
amount of an inch and a third, while Bast Bengal recej¥es more than two and a half inches —~ 
of rain. . ;

Temperature has been very high at many stations during the past month, thus Midna- 
pore has reported a maximum temperature of 107-4°; Cuttack, Burdwan, Raneegunge, 
- Rampore Beauleah, Gya and Chaibassa registered temperatures of nearly 105°; while the 
following stations have all reported maximum temperatures above 100° :—Berhampore 
Serajgange, Chupra, Dehree; Buxar, Arrah, Bankipore and Nya Doomka. Humidity, as 
sated before, has been below the normal, but by small amounts only. It has been below the 
normal in all districts, the average defect being 5 per cent., and the extreme variations being 
8 per cent. in South-West Bengal aud 2 per cent. in North Behar. ‘ 
Rainfall has been confited to a few broken periods during the month only.’ There were 
a few showers on the lst, 2nd and $rd in South-West Bengal, Kast Bengal, North Bengal; 
Behar and ‘Chutia Nagpur. On the 5th fairly general light rain fell in Behar and North 
Bengal. A few showers fell on the 10th and 1ith, particularly in Orissa, and from the 15th 
to the 17th rain saowers again fell in several parts of the Province, and lastly from the 26th 
to the end of the month moderate amounts of rain fell in South-West Bengal, East Bengal 
and North Bengal. The average fall has heen largest in East Bengal, which has received 
16 inches, North Bengal and Chutia Nagpur have received about one inch, Orissa, South-West 
Bengal and South Behar have received about half an inch, while North Behar has received 
ouly a quarter of an inch. Compared with the normal amounts, South Behur has received 
28 per cent. in excess, Chutia Nagpur 6 per cent. in excess, North Bengal 9 per cent, less 
than the normal fali, North Behar 24 per cent, below the normal, Orissa and Kast Bengal 36 
per cent. in defect, while South-West Bengal is no less than 59 per cent. in defect. *

‘The local character of many of these showers is shown by the 
fact that on the Sth the Alipore Observatory reported a shower of 0°08 inch, while no rein’ 
was reported from the Alipore Jail, Orissa has received an average amount of 0:31 inch, 
Next to Orissa, Hast Bengal has received the largest amount, but even in this district the ‘ 
rainfall has only averaged two-tenths of an inch. North Bengal has received an average * 
of one-tenth of an inch, while in all other districts the amounts are expressed in hundredths 
of an inch, ‘The rainfall of the week has therefore been practically of very little -

For the first five days of the week the meteorological conditions and changes € 

little interes and the prominent features of the two previous weeks remained unchanged, 

Temperature was abnormally high in all districts ; pressure continued to oscillate, the down- 

ward movements being generally rather larger than the upward, and a strong and stea 

westerly element was present in the wiud directions of all parts of the Province except Kast — 

Bengal. On the 28rd the movements of the barometer became rather irregular in parts of 

the Province, showing that conditions were becoming unsettled, and on 24th a strong 

easterly wind current set in over North Bengal and North Behar and at some stations in 

South Behar. South-easterly winds were, however, still blowing in East Bengal, while in the 

southern parts of South Behar and in Chutia Nagpur winds were strongly westerly and 

north-westerly. Winds were also generally southerly in South West Bengal. A couskdetalas ae 
amount of interaction necessarily took place between these opposing wind systems, andthe  —__ 
revious meteorological conditions of the Province became almost reversed. The interaction 
ween these wind systems caused the sky to cloud over very rapidly, and the conditions at once tH \ 
became favourable for the production of the local hot weather storms known as nor’-westers, 

With the setting in of the strong easterly current on the 24th, pressure increased with 

very great rapidity, aud in some cases the rise of the barometer within 24 hours was equal 

to almost a fifth of an inch, It will thus be seen that until the last day of the weellbhe 

conditions were not favourable to rainfall, and only a few light and local showers fell in 

Orissa and East Bengal during the earlier days of the week. With the slightly disturbed 

conditions on the 23rd, a few showers fell in South-West Bengal, but with the farther 

development of thi se conditions which took place on the 24th, rain fell at some of the stations 

in North Bengal, and Darjeeling received the verv heavy rainfall of 4:15 inches during 

a thuuderstorm which was accompanied by hail. 

Pressure was for the first six days of the week decidedly below the normal, but with 

the very rapid increase of pressure which occurred on the 24th, it became above the 

normal in all parts of the Province, the excess in some cases, as in Behar, being equal * 

to 0:12,’ The mean pressure for the week has, however, been below the normal in all 

parts of the Province except Chutia Nagpur. The greatest defect was at Purneah, where 

it bas equalled 0092”, but the average defvct over the whole Province has only been 0-033.” 
Temperature has again been very high throughout the week, though on the 24th it 

commenced to fall generally. The mean temperature of the whole Province has been 2°5° 

above the normal, the seat of the greatest excess temperature having been South-West 

Bengal, where it equalled 47°, At Calcutta and Jessore the excess temperature above the 

normal has been no less than 56°, Very high maximum temperatures have again been 

reported during the past week ; the highest reported has been 112°3° from Rampore Beauleah, 

but it is perhaps doubtful, and Midnapore reports 110°4°. The following stations also have 

registered maximum temperatures of J08° and upwards :—Burdwan, Raneegunge, ‘Cuttack, 

Berhampore, Kishnagore, Gya and Chyebassa, At Calcutta the maximum temperature 

recorded was 105°. ” 
Rainfall, as has been stated, has been practically absent throughout the week, the ouly \ 

rain of importance (4°15 inches) having fallen at Darjeeling on the 24th. Absolutelyno 
rain has fallen in Behar. In South-West Bengal and Chutia Nagpur the average amounts 9 _ 
recorded are expressed as two or one hundreths of an inch, and in North Bengal, if the 
heavy rainfall at Darjeeling is omitted, rainfall has been practically absent. East Bengal has 
received au average of nearly a tenth of an inch, and in Orissa the amount has averaged 
more than a tenth of an inch. ; "

1t will suffice if, on tho tirst constitation of an Agricultural Department, the i aagseck ‘ 
agricultural inquiry is placed in the hands of qualified officials, to whom ‘may committed 
the subsequent preparation of carefully considered proposals for agricultural improvement.” 


Such a system of agricultural enquiry the Lieutenant-Governor desires to 
inaugurate through the agency of the Cirencester graduate’ who are now in 
the service of this Government. It may not be necessary that the whole time. 
of those officers should be devoted to agricultural matters. But agricultural en- 
quiries are for one year to forni the main object of their attention, and their o¢ 
other duties are to be regulated uccordingly. Their primary duty should be 
investigate and make themselves thoroughly acquainted with the netive systems 
of agriculture in selected localities, with a view ‘to the ultimate intreduction of 
better methods of cultivation, better seed, more valuablo staples, &c., where 
their enquiries may show that such improvements are practicable. The object. 
in view will be best attained if they confine their investiga:ions to typi- - 
cal’ villages of specimen tracts in selected districts. When they have thoroughly .

3. In submitting to Government the proceedings of the Conference, Mr. 
Ktisley has appended to them a note, extracts from which are annexed-to this. ° 
Resolution, explaining the general objects of the enquiry, and making certain ¥ 
suggestions as to the action to be taker to give effect to the proposals of the 
Conference in Bengal. The Lieutenant-Governor has fully considered the — 
papers, and accepts the conclusion that, apart from the scientific aspects of the 
question, substantial administrative benefits may be looked for from, the 
present enquiries.

As early as the beginning of this century, the Court 
of Directors held that the acquisition of systematic knowledge regarding 
the castes and occupations of the people ‘ would be attended with much 
utility,” and the subject was expressly mentioned in'the instructions. given to 
Dr. Piancis Buchtnan for the statiscical survey of the country commenced 
by him, but never completed.

Tne members of the Conference met at Mr. Ibbetson’s office. Mr. Risley 
explained that be had come to Lahore, with the permission of the Govérnment 
of Bengal, to consult Messrs. Ibbetson and Nesfield in consequence of certain ~, 
demi-official suggestions received from Mr. FitzPatrick, Secrejary to the Govern- 
ment of India, in the Home Department. He stated that the Government of 
Bengal had decided to make an exhaustive enquiry into the castes and occupa- 
tion of the people of those provinces, based ma the statistics recorded in the 
census of 1881, and had placed him on special duty for two :years for that 

urpose. He laid before the meeting (¢) a draft note setting forth the objects to 
be aimed at in-theenquiry and the means to be adopted to obtait these objects, 
consistently with giving the minimum of trouble to the regular administrative 
staff; (i) a set of ethmographical questions framed sv as to facilitate the 
collection of fresh data ina — form through .the agency of district 
-officers, and of such private individuals as might be willing to give assistance in 
the matter. He asked the other members to assist him with such criticism 
as their experience of ethnographicul enquiries might suggest.’ Messrs. Ibbetson , 
and Nesfield, while ready and willing to assist to the best of their ability in dis- 
cussing the papers in question, felt unable, without due leisure for pas ion, 
to commit themselves to any final opinion as to the form that would be best 
suited for adoption in their respective provinces, should it eventually be : 
decided to set such an enquiry on foot in those provinces. 


In the absence of precise official instructions as to their functions, it 
appeared to the officers present that all they could usefully do was to indicate, 
with as much completeness as the circumstances under which they were called 
together admitted of, the direction in which ethnographical enquiries of the - 
kind under description might best be pursued by any: Local Government which 
might think it desirable to undertake them.

‘» Mucn confusion is often cansed by the indeterminate use of the various terms applied - 
to the divisions u which sogiety in India is based. It seems that some attempt to 
define more precisely, the nature. of the abe to which these terms should respectively be 

_ applied might usefully, be minde, and the following is set forth as a suggestion. 

* AAT ee Broun organization commonly follows one of two main types--(1) the caste, 
(2) the tri The former may be defined as the largest group bnsed upon community 
of ion; the latter asthe largest group based upon real or fictitious community of 
descent, or upon common occupation of territory. 

53 Within the caste-we find the sub-caste, and within the sud-caste the acction. Tho 

* + gub-caste may be defined as the smallest endogamous group, and the section as the largest 

exogamous group, within the caste. No lower unit than the «ecrion need be regarded. 

The limits of the caste and suh-caste will occasionally be identical, there being no smaller 

endogamous groups included under a common caste name based on ocoupation. 

3 Within tis tribe we find many sub-divisions. The smallest endogamous group within the 

tribe may he called the sud-tribe, which, as before, will occasionally coincide with the tribe. 

The largest exogamous group within the tribe may be called the sep/, and no lower unit than 

this need be considered, Divisions intermediate between the sub-tribe and sept may, 
where they exist, be termed clans and sub-clans. 

Some cases -will occur in which the two types run’ into ench other, the caste 
based upon occupation being made up of tribes or tribal fragments based upon commu- 
nity of descent. In these cases the terminology of each type will be followed so far as 
the organization stands upon the sgme basis as the type, and no further. : 

It might be explained that the Brahmanioal gotras have, in many oases, been adopted | 
by or imposed upon castes and tribes in addition to their proper caste or tribal divisions. 
In such cases the gorras are not what is* wanted: what is wanted is the organic divisions * 
and sub-divisions of the caste and tribe, not unusually called got by the people’ them- 
selves, as distinguished from g#tra in the strict Brahmanical sense. Occasionally these 
organic divisions and the gotras are identical; but where the latter are distinct from, and 

-juave been superimposed upon, tho former, the go’ras run through the divisions, the 
division often, though not always. including several gofras, while, on the other hand, 

same gotra is found in several divisions, The Brahmanical gotras are chiefly used 

by the officiating priest at marriage, and the coremony of sanka/p, and are often unknown

INTRODUCTORY REMARKS, 


The following questions have been drawn up in order to suggest lines of 
enquiry likely to prove interesting. ‘They do not claim to be exhaustive, nor is 
ait necessary that all of them should be answered. Some, for instance, will 
appl * only to Mahomedans, others only to Hindus, and. others agaiu only to 
sromgiba tribes. In making use of them, various forms of bias on the part of 
the person questioned will have to be guarded against, such as— 


fos (a) The wish to exalt his own caste or sub-division of his caste at the 
expense of other castes. 
. (b) The tendency to give ideal or book explanations of facts. 


Care must also be taken not to tire the persons questioned by asking too 
many questions at a time and to check their statements occasionally by asking 
for actual instances of any specially remarkable custom. Questions should 
be put in as concrete a form as possible, in order to avoid the danger of people 
assenting out of laziness in order to save the labour of thinking. 

It will be found in the case of many, pochepe of most castes, that there: 
is a primary division into what may ‘be called sub castes, each of which is 
in divided into sections. Where several of these sub-castes are present 
side by side in the locality their names will probably be given. But where 
all the al representatives of the caste belong to the same sub-caste there isa 
danger of the sub-caste name being taken for granted and only the sections 
being named. Both groupings ure required, the sub-castes being, if anything,
